along Wellington street, and tookiefuge 
in the shop of Thomas Lalor, a black- 
smith, where several men were at work 
The crowd immediately began pelting the 
shop with stones, and in a few minutes 
eveiy window was bioken and several 
bicycles smashed 
Meantime Lalor took 


OBnenout 'nto alone by a rear door, 
and they made their way to the Rossm 
House by another lane, which runs into 
York street, close to the hotel 


The crowd hunted for O'Bnen for some 


minutes, but not flndmg him, they mode 
their way back to the Rossin House Ca- 
hill, Wall and Mulligan had by this time 
also made their way back to the hotel and 
had their injuries attended to

the crowd were also struck with stones
